WASHINGTON (R) — Secretary of State Geoige Shultz and 
Southeast Asian allies will discuss an offer from Vietnam to open 
talks on American servicemen missing from the Vietnam War. the 
State Department said Saturday.

derided to go ahead and convene a 
summit whether or not the opp- 
onents attended. 


TUNIS (Agencies) — Arab Lea- 
gue Secretary-General Chadli 
Klibi Saturday condemned foe 
American bid to force foe closure 
of Beirut airport and called on 
Washington to cancel the mea- 
sures it took against foe airport 
following last month's hijack crisis 
involving American airliner. 

In a statement issued in Tunis, 
Mr. Klibi described the U.S. 
moves as “a dangerous precedent 
in international relations which 
violates international air travel 
regulations" and called on the 
American government to “rea- 
ssess its position and cancel its 
measures against the airport" 

Mr. Klibi said Lebanon initially 
refused permission for the hij- 
acked Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) plane to land at Beirut 
after it was commandeered oc 
June 14. 

He said it was the American 
government which insisted the jet 
be allowed to land there. 

Following the release last Sun- 
day of 39 American hostages from 
the plane. Washington barred 
flights to foe U.S. by Lebanon’s 
Middle East Airlines and urged 
other countries to do the same m a 
bid to dose Beirut airport. 

Mr. Klibi's Strongly-Worded 
condemnation coincided "With a 
Lebanese call for an extraordinary 
meeting for the Arab League 
Council to discuss the American 
measures. 


Lebanon's representative to the 
Arab League Sami ijronfol told 
the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, that the Lebanese gov- 
ernment bad already contacted a 
□umber of Arab countries to sec- 
ure foe convening of an ext- 
raordinary session of foe council, 
which groups Arab foreign min- 
isters. ■ , 

Mr. Klibi expressed regret that 
the US. “has chosen to embark on 
measures against Lebanon at a 
time when all efforts are needed to 
help Lebanon get out of the tra- 
gedy it has been living through for 
years." 

Mr. Klibi also compared bet- 
ween foe “firm" American stand 
against Lebanon and Was- 
hington’s “leniency" during pre- 
vious Israeli violations of int- 
ernational laws. 

“We were hoping that foe A me- 
rican administration would show 
similar firmness towards Israel 
when it violates international laws 
and to pressure Israel to stop its 
aggress rve attacks and raids aga- 
inst Lebanese towns and villages." 
Mr. Klibi said. 

Mr. Klibi proposed a meeting of 
foe flye executive members of foe 
league’s council of transport min - 
isters in Tunis on Thursday to dec- 
ide Arab reaction to the U.S. san- 
ctions, a spokesman said. The five 
are Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Tunisia.

Another SLA position in Teir 
Haifa, also in Israel's “security” 
belt, was attacked, said security 
sources who spoke to foe AP on 
condition they were not identified. 

The Shfite Muslim Amai mil- 
itia. which has widespread support 
among the population of South 
Lebanon, has stepped up guerrilla 
attacks against the Israelis and 
their allies in the zone. 

Daoud Daoud, Antal's com- 
mander in foe south, told foe AP: 
“Israel has warned us that it will 
attack if the resistance does not 
stop.” 

“But we will not stop or dec- 
rease the attacks no matter what 
the price is we have to pay. They 
can’t stop us resisting and fighting 
to regain the freedom of our land 
and people.” 

Israeli troops and SLA militia 
men raided Oamara and arrested 
seven of its men Friday after Amal 
men overran an SLA outpost in 
the village and captured its 
12-man garrison. 


‘Islamic Jihad’ threatens 
to kill 7 U.S. captives 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The sha- 
dowy Islamic Jihad organisation 
Saturday rejected any Syrian med- 
iation to secure foe release of 
seven American captives foe rad- 
ical group claims it bolds and war- 
ned it might execute the kidnap 
victims. 

In a telephone call to a Western 
news agency in Beirut, an ano- 
nymous caller claiming to speak 
tor Islamic Jihad, or holy war, 
urged Iran’s revolutionary pat- 
riarch Ayatollah RuhoQab Kho- 
meini to “order a boycott by Mus- 
lims of all American goods. 

“We hold a lot of respect for

caller. 

He warned that any U.S. ret- 
aliation to last month’s hijacking 
of foe Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) jetliner “will draw a sev-

nca. 

There was no way to aut- 
henticate foe call, one of many 
made from time to Beirut-based 
Western news agencies by people • 
purporting to represent “Islamic 
Jihad". 

Saturday's call came after a sta- 
tement by the US. State Dep- 
artment that President Assad, 
who helped secure the release of 
foe hostages aboard TWA flight 
847, was making an effort to win 
freedom for foe seven remaining 
US. hostages. 

The statement by Deputy Spo- 
kesman Edward Djerejian app- 
arently was based on a telephone 
conversation President Ronald 
Reagan had with Mr. Assad ear- 
lier this week. 

Djerejian gave no details of foe 
con venation but noted that Syria 
“has an important role to play'’ in 
Lebanon because of its influence 
with Lebanese authorities and 
groups. 


Fabius, Socialist Party 
leader reach compromise 


PARIS (R) — French Socialist. 
Party leader Lionel Jospin said 
Saturday he had readied a com- 
promise with Prime Minister Lau- 
rent Fabius in a dispute over who 
should lead the party's campaign 
for next year's key parliamentary 
elections. 

Mr. Jospin said he and Fabius 
had agreed to chair together the 
party’s opening campaign meeting 
for foe March poll. 

Mr. Jospin, head of the party 
since Francois Mitterrand became 
president in 1981, had threatened 
to resign if he did not get full bac- 
king at a meeting of foe party’s 
131-member executive com- 
mittee Saturday. 

The two men met Friday night 
to tiy to reconcile their positions. 
During a recess at Saturday’s mee- 
ting, Mr. Jospin- told French Tel- 
evision: “There is no dispute bet- 
ween us. Today’s debate on my 
letter and my talks with Laurent 
Fabius have clarified things." * 

Mr. Mitterrand lias avoided 
choosing publicly between foe 
two. though he is believed to fav- 


our the more moderate Fabius. 
who at 38 is France’s youngest 
prime minister for more than a 
centuty. 

Political analysts said the dis- 
pute centred on foe future role of 
the Communist Party, which left 
the government in July last year, 
with Mr. Jospin favouring con- 
tinued ties and Mr. Fabius adv- 
ocating a more centrist approach. 

It emerged publicly last month 
in foe form of bitter exchanges 
between foe two men, und- 
ermining the Socialist Party, 
which is already expected to lose 
its comfortable majority in foe 
National Assembly in foe March 
polls. 

In a letter to members of the 
executive committee last month 
Mr. Jospin said thesoaalistshould. 
not cut themselves off from the 
Communists. 

“The So cialis t Party is still 
committed to a strategy of union 
among popular forces- ror the leg- 
islative elections it intends to be 
the driving force behind a large 
rallying of foe left," he wrote.

U.S., Soviets expand 
‘hot line’ agreement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States and the Soviet 
Union wfll use their hot line to 
consult in foe event either receives 
information that a third country or 
a terrorist group may explode a 
nuclear weapon, sources said. 

The accord was completed on 
June 14 during a meeting in Gen- 
eva by Soviet and American off- 
icials who meet periodically in 
Geneva to discuss compliance 
with arms control agreements. 
The group is known as the Sta- 
nding Consultative Commission. 

. At the time foe accord was rea- 
died. few details were made pub- 
lic. partly because the group’s del- 
iberations are secret. The State 
Department issued only a 
vaguely- worded statement on 
Friday when asked for additional 
information. 

Deputy spokesman Edward 
Djerejian said foe agreement con- 
tains “mutual obligations con- 
cerning notification and sharing of 
information either party may have 
in cases when that would help pre- 
clude misunderstanding which 
could increase foe risk of nuclear 
war.” 

Privately. U.S. officials said the 


agreement was directed at third 
countries or terrorist groups that 
obtain nuclear weapons. It was 
learned independently that use of 
the hot line also is called for under 
certain circumstances. 

The officials, who spoke on foe 
condition they not be identified, 
said the agreement expands on a 
1971 accord that commit foe two 
countries to take measures aimed 
at reducing foe risks of a Soviet- 
American nuclear confrontation. 

“It's not an enormous step for- 
ward.” said one official. But, he 
said, the agreement shows the 
arms commission can be a useful 
forum and that it is possible for the 
administration to move ahead on 
arms control issues. 

The new language incorporated 
into the 1971 agreement reflects 
the heightened concern of the two 
superpowers over foe possibility 
that new nations may join foe 
six-nation “nuclear club” or that 
nuclear weapons may fall into foe 
hands of terrorists. 

Nations currently possessing a 
nuclear capability are the United 
States, the Soviet Union. Britain. 
Frtince, China and India. 


5 killed 
in Karachi 
violence 

ISLAMABAD (R) — At least 
five people were killed as Shfite 
Muslim protesters fought with pol- 
ice in the southwestern Pakistan 
town of 'Juena Saturday. 

The clashes were sparked by a 
government ban on a Shfite 
march called to press religious 
demands. 

A government statement said 
three demonstrators and two pol- 
icemen were killed but Shf ite sou- 
rces said at least seven protesters 
and three policemen died, and 40 
people were injured. 

The government said police 
used only tear gas after being fired 
on by what it called "some 
mischief-mongers.” But Shfite 
sources said police had opened 
fire. 

The Sh fites demand what they 
call protection of their religious 
rights, complete freedom for tra- 
ditional mourning processions, 
introduction of Shfite religious 
books in educational syllabuses 
and propagation of Shfite beliefs 
on state radio and television as 
with Sunni Muslim beliefs.

Peres is of no use 
to West Bank Arabs 

Promises of liberalising occupation policy 
are mostly on paper; town arrests continue

TEL AVIV — Prime Minister Shimon Peres pledged 
when he took office last September to “improve the 
quality of life” for Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank to set the stage for peace talks with Arab states. 


But so far Israel has not carried 
out its main promises, including 
plans to replace appointed Israeli 
mayors with Palestinians and to 
open a Palestinian bank in the 
area. 

Town arresu the practice of 
confining activists to their home 
towns without trial, and tight cen- 
sorship of Arabic-language new- 
spapers continue. 

And public opinion polls ind- 
icate a growing trend of hardline 
views among Israelis. A survey 
publshed in die Maariv daily new- 
spaper on June 27 showed nearly 
49 per cent of the 1,280 Israelis 
questioned were against making 
any territorial concessions for 
peace. 

As a result, “we have gotten 
nowhere with Peres," said Ibr- 
ahim Kara'een. a prominent jou- 
rnalist based in occupied East Jer- 
usalem. 

Israel has eased restrictions on 
how much money Palestinians are 
allowed to bring to the West Bunk 
from Arab countries and has tried 
to promote dialogue with mod- 
erate Palestinians. Mr. Peres 
made an unprecedented visit to 
Bethlehem in the occupied West 
Bank on Christmas Eve. 

But for many Palestinian off- 
icials. Israel's refusal to allow new 
mayoral elections is seen as a key 
indication that little has changed 
since Mr. Peres of the Labour 
Party took over in a government 
of joint rale with the right-wing 
Likud Bloc. 

Eighteen out of 25 mun- 
icipalities are run by Israeli- 
appointed officials who replaced 
locally elected Palestinian mayors. 

Colonel Freddy Zach. outgoing 
'head of Israel's military gov- 
ernment in the West Bank, said 
Lsrael objected to new elections 


because thpy could galvanise sup- 
port behind the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO), 
which Israersays it significantly 
weakened but failed to destroy m 
a three -year war in Lebanon. 

Col. Zach claimed Israel was 
sticking to its promises to improve 
the lives of Palestinians but he 
chaiged that a “chief obstacle" 
was Jordan. 

Col. Zach accused Jordan of 
blocking the establishment of a 
sorely needed bank in the area by 
demanding that it control the 
bank. The Israeli government 
wants to control the prospective 
bank which would operate on Jor- 
danian currency. Col. Zach said. 

The lack of a bank to provide a. 
basis for investments and Israel's 
austerity policies have created 
recession in the West Bank, also 
delaying efforts at improving the 
quality of life in the area. 

Hanna Nasser, deputy mayorof 
Bethlehem and owner of a towel 
factory, said in an interview that 
after years of improved living sta- 
ndards. his business has hit a 
slump, cutting production and 
profits by half since 1983. He said 
he recently fired half his staff of 
30. 

A study by a Bethlehem . labour 
union showed 20 per cent of the 
West Bank work force was une- 
mployed in May. compared with a 
negligible amount a year earlier, 
according to the East Jerusalem- 
based A I Fajr newspaper. 

A military report on the eco- 
nomic situation in the West Bank, 
published in June, acknowledged 
that 4,000 college graduates and 
some 800 other Palestinians were 
out of work by the end of 1984. Its 
figures were based on Israeli-run 
employment agencies that many 
Palestinians do not use. 


But worse than unemployment 
is the deteriorating shape of the 
WesL Bank's public hospitals. Mr. 
Nasser said. 

Thousands of Palestinians are 
referred annually for treatment in 
Israel's better-equipped hospitals. 
But Israel's recession has cut hos- 
pital budgets, meaning less room 
for both Israelis and West Bank 
Palestinians. 

The survey said Israel planned 
to buDd two hospitals in the area, 
but an Israeli building slump has 
slowed the plans. 

The report also showed a slump 
in farming, with income in that 
sector down 15 per cent in 1984. 
Winter drought was given as a 
main cause. But West Bank far- 
ming has been sharply restricted in 
recent years by Israeli and exp- 
ropriations for army camps and 
townships for 45,000 Jewish set- 
tlers. 

The report also said that Israel, 
using some revenues from West 
Bank taxpayers, has continued 
buflding roads and laying tel- 
ephone and electricity Imes. pro- 
jects that benefit both Palestinians 
and the settlers. 

While Mr. Peres’ government 
has curtailed settlement building, 
tensions persisted over settler pro- 
tests against Israel's freeing of 
1,150 mostly Arab convicts in a 
May prisoner swap. 

About 600 returned to Israeli- 
occupied territories, and set- 
tlement leaders report regular vis- 
its to Palestinian villages to urge 
leaders to exper former prisoners. 

Col. Zach said Israel also was 
still using town arrest pun- 
ishments. targeted mostly against 
students on four West Bank cam- 
puses, to combat anti-Israeli act- 
ivities. 

He did not give figures but Pal- 
estinian sources estimated that 40 . 
residents were under the res- 
trictions which bar a person from 
leaving his town or city for six 
month intervals. In the six months 
before Mr. Peres took office, the 
number of town arrests ranged 
between 70 and 80. •

The was a reference to the ShPite 
militants who hijacked the TWA 
plane and held the hostages for 17 
days. 


Accusing the U.S. adra-' 
inistration of showing “reg- 
rettable blindness" to the root 
causes of the hijacking, the letter 
complained that the U-S. action 
“does not punish the true per- 
petrators, rather it burdens” all 
the people of Lebanon. 

“Isolating Lebanon and pre- 
venting its two national airlines 
from operating normally cannot 
have a positive and useful result 
since such measures amount to a 
reaction that is out or proportion, 
in terms of its impact and its mag- 
nitude, to the harm caused by the 
hijacking," the letter stated. 

The Lebanese government has 
meanwhile imposed new security 
measures at Beirut airport. 


■ DAMASCUS — Less than a 
month after Israel announced the 
completion of its military inv- 
olvement in Lebanon; Syria has 
quietly withdrawn about one- 
quarter of its military forces from 
Lebanon, diplomatic sources have 
said. 

The sources said that the wit- 
hdrawal, which began about 10 
days ago, is continuing, although 
there are indications that it is nea- 
rly complete. 

The sources, who requested 
anonymity, estimated that bet- 
ween 10,000 and 12.000 Syrian, 
soldiers have been pulled out of 
Lebanon, mostly from the Bekaa 
Valley area in the eastern part of 
the country. 


U.S. tightens 
embassy 
security 
in Khartoum 

WASHINGTON (R) — Security 
has been tightened at the U.S. 
embassy in Khartoum because of 
fears or guerrilla attacks on it bac- 
ked by Libya, the State Dep- 
artment has said. 

Sudan normalised relations 
with Libya after army chief Abdnl 
Rahman S wared dahab ousted 
President Jafaar Numeiri, a long 
time friend of the United States, in 
a coup last ApriL 

State Department spokesman 
Edward Djerejian said the est- 
ablishment of ties with Libya had 
led to a substantial increase in the 
□umber of Libyans in Sudan. 

“Libya’s well known inv-. 
otvement in supporting terrorism 
has provoked heightened concern 
there over the security of our 
embassy," he told reporters. 

‘Therefore we have been tak- 
ing all appropriate measures to 
assure the security of our embassy 
and our personnel in Khartoum,” 
he said.

The withdrawals are believed to 
have primarily affected two bri- 
gades of a Syrian armoured div- 
ision, with several hundred heavy 
vehicles part of the pullout 
As recently as one month ago, 
most estimates placed Syrian 
troop strength in Lebanon at 
about 40,000 men. 

In the current pullbacks, the 
Syrians appear to be leaving in 
place some of their special forces 
units that are stationed north and 
' east of Beirut according to the 
sources. Those units also have 
Soviet-supplied armour, but on a 
much smaller scale than the units 
that have been withdrawn.- 
Diplomats in Damascus are div- 
ided about whether the Syrian 
withdrawals are intended as a res- 


ponse to the Israeli pullbacks. 

“I think it's intended to send the 
signal to the Israelis that the Syr- 
ians are interested in cooperation 
over Lebanon, particularly sou- 
thern Lebanon,” one Western dip- 
lomat said. “After all, Israel is cal- 
ling for a trace with the Shfite 
Muslims, and Syria supports the 
Sh rites". 

But another diplomat dis- 
agreed. saying, “I don’t think the 
Syrian assessment of the threat 
from Israel has changed.” 

According to the diplomat, the 
Syrians may believe that the tro- 
ops have been in Lebanon for so 
long that discipline and training ; 
have deteriorated badly. 

Maintaining an army of occ- 
upation in Lebanon has also pro - 1 
ved vastly expensive to Syria. , 


■WASHINGTON (USIA) —State 
Department Deputy Spokesman 
Edward Djerejian said the State 
Department believes that the thr- 
eat to Americans in Beirut rem- 
ains “veiy high” and that “no one 
should consider h ins elf or hen elf 
immune to that threat.” 

“We believe that Americans 
should avoid travel to Lebanon 
and that Americans in Beirut sho- 
uld take advantage of opp- 
ortunities to leave,” he stressed, 
adding that the US. travel adv- 
isory for Lebanon “remains in eff- 
ect and applies to everyone.” 

When asked about reports that 
Lebanese authorities have taken 
steps to improve security at Beirut 
International Airport, the deputy 
spokesman said that “security 
measures commensurate with the 
situation are needed. Obviously 
any efforts by the government of 
Lebanon to improve security at 
Beirut International Airport 
would be welcomed, but much, 
much needs to be done.” 

The United States has taken 
legal and diplomatic steps to iso- 
late the Beirut Airport until act- 
ions are taken to prevent the air- 
port's use by terrorists. 

Earlier at the State Dep- 
artment, the ambassadors of Leb- 
anon and Kuwait and the Arab 
League observer to the United 
Nations met with Richard Mur- 
phy, assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern and South Asian 
affairs. 

Clovis Maksoud of the Arab 
League told reporteis after the 
meeting that U.S. officials bad 
emphasised that the actions aga- 


inst ihe Beirut Airport were not 
punitive measures and that they 

were temporary. 

Mr- Djerejian said the United 
States has “reason to believe that 
Syria is trying to play a positive 
role” in efforts to get the release of 
seven Americans who arc still 
being held hostage in Beirut. 

He made the comments when 
questioned about press reports 
that President Assad of Syria has 
rebuffed a telephone request hy 
President Reagan for help in gai- 
ning the release of ihe A mericans . 

“We have been in dose contact 
with Syria during the TWA hij- 
acking incident,' ' Mr. Djerejian 
noted. “President Reagan did tel- 
ephone President Assad after the 
release of the TWA hostages." 

The deputy spokesman raid he 
could not go into the details of the 
telephone conversation between 
the two presidents, “but lei me ray 
that we have reason to believe that 
Syria is making an effort to play a 
positive role in securing the rel- 
ease of the seven American hos- 
tages in Lebanon.” 

When asked what role Syria can 
play in freeing the Americans, he 
noted that. “Syria obviously has 
demonstrated its influence in 
Lebanon,” referring to the Syrian 
role in getting the 39 hostages 
from the TWA flight released. 

When questioned about press 
reports that Iran played a role in 
gaining the release of four TWA 
hostages held by the Iranian-allied 
Herbollah Party, the deputy spo- 
kesman emphasised that, "wc 
have no evidence of any positive 
role having been played by Iran."

Stone Age materials uncovered at Wadi Hammah 
may clarify pattern of life in prehistoric period

This is the first of fnv? articles on an archaeological survey and exc- 
avations at two prehistoric sites in ihe Wadi Hammeh. which enters the 
Jordan Valley just north of the important site of Pella. Today's article 
discusses the survey of the Wadi Hammeh, and the second article will 
examine die results of recent excavations at two adjacent Stone Age 
sites dating respectwely from 1 0,000 and 17,000 B,C. . 


JORDAN VALLEY — The first 
survey season in the Wadi al 
Hammeh. in the north Jordan Val- 
ley. has uncovered substantial 
Stone Age materials that should 
help clarify the complex but her- 
etofore vague pattern of human 
occupation around the valley in 
the prehistoric period. The wal- 
king survey, conducted by- the 
Australian team of Mis. Linda 
Villiers-Petocz and her late hus- 
band Dani Petocz in the winter of 
1982/83, also produced much evi- 
dence of occupation during ihe 
Early Bronze Age. Byzantine and 
Umayyad periods. 

The Wadi Hammeh suivey. 
conducted under the auspices of 
the ongoing Sydney University 
- Expedition to Pella, was launched 
after Mrs. Villiers-Petocz' earlier 


work at the nearby prehistoricsite 
of Abu Al Khas hinted at foe ric- 
hness of prehistoric and historic 
period remains throughout the 
Wadi Hammeh. The first season 
revealed such abundant cultural 
material in only one-third of foe 
survey area that a second season is 
planned for the near future. 

The first season's survey rec- 
orded 29 sites, including 12 sites 
with prehistoric flint materials, 12 
tomb sites, three ancient quarries 
and five settlement sites. 

Most of foe in situ prehistoric 
material was found in foe upper 
(eastern) readies of foe wadi, and 
dates from the Lower and Middle 
Paleolithic periods (1.5 million- 
40.000 years ago). During foe 
Lower Paleolithic period (1.5 mil- 
lion — 100,000 years ago), foe 



ar*a probably exhibited 
savannah-like grassland con- 
ditions between foe valley floor 
and the eastern foothills, with oak 
forests along foe higher hills lea- 
ding up to foe Ajloun area to foe 
east. The area’s inhabitants would 
have drawn water from the per- 
ennial flow of foe Wadi Hammeh 
itself, while living off a rich array 
of animals such as elephant, deer, 
horse and other grassland species. 

Lower Paleolithic material was 
found on top of foe eastern foo- 
thills and ridges at foe site of Abu 
al Khas, and at another site less 
than a kilometre to foe north. Abu 
al Khas, which Mrs. Villiers- 
Petocz investigated for her mas- 
ter's thesis, produced two types of 
artifacts — large, thick flint flakes 
and tools from the period within 
foe Lower Paleolithic known as 
foe Early Adbeulian, and more 
finely worked stone tools from the 
Middle and Late Acheulian. 

Crude artifacts 

A small trench dug into foe flat 
top of Abu al Khas hill produced a 
third group of massive, crude art- 
ifacts that were so old that they 
were actually cemented into foe 
underlying conglomerate rock. 
These appear to date from per- 
haps a million or more years ago, 
making them among foe very old- 
est human cultural artifacts ever 


discovered in Jordan. 

The most important Middle 
Paleolithic (100,000-40,000 years 
ago) site discovered was that of Al 
Hor, located on a series of five 
tongues of land near foe upper 
reaches of the Wadi Hammeh. 
The prehistoric inhabitants qua- 
rried noodles of flint from a large 
outcrop of conglomerate at foe 
top of foe steep slope above the 
site, and took foe raw material 
down to a “workshop" area beside 
the stream below to transform it 
into a variety of stone tools. These 
included elegant levallois sp£ar 
points, scrapers, blades, knives, 
notches and awls. 

The surveyors also found many 
cores which were left over after 
foe flint tools were made. The 
people seem to have performed, 
separate functions on foe different 
tongues of land, as one tongue bad 
mostly cores while another had 
few cores but more tools. 

Further down the Wadi Ham- 
meh are a number of Middle Pal- 
eolithic sites, suggesting the area 
was repeatedly used by humans 
for him ting animals and gathering 
wild plants and berries. The com- 
plex geological evidence also sug- 
gests that both humans and ani- 
mals were attracted to foe area by 
the presence of a shallow inland 
lake or swamp formed by an emb- 
ayment of the Lake Lisan, foe 
prehistoric Jake that later dried 


out to form foe present Jordan 
Valley. 

One of the keys to unravelling 
foe puzzle of foe prehistory of foe 
area is its complex geology. The 
extensive evidence of stone age 
occupation may reflect natural 
darning of the side wadis running 
into foe Jordan Valley, thereby 
creating small lakes or marshes 
that would have been vital to sus- 
tained human and animal life. 

There are huge, at least 3-6 
metre thick, travertine formations 
on both sides of the Wadi Ham- 
meh near the Jordan Valley floor, 
formed by foe sediment deposits 
of lakes or springs over thousands 
of yea re. But it is neither clear 
when foe travertine deposits were 
formed, or how long they took to 
form. 

One enigma is that Epi- 
paieolithic artifacts have been 
found both above and below foe 
travertine deposits, suggesting to 
Mrs. Villiers-Petocz that foe tra- 
vertine layers were formed bet- 
ween 18,000-8,000 B.C Three 
major faults criss-crossing the 
Wadi Hammeh /Pella region, and 
repeated tectonic activity over the 
millennia, both add to the com- 
plexity of foe area’s geological his- 
tory.

In foe lower section of the

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Preparations end for 
4th Jerash Festival 

All set for July 1 0 opening 


AMMAN (Petra) — Preparations pertaining to the 
fourth Jerash Festival of Culture and Arts ended 
here Saturday, paving the way for the festival’s act- 
ual opening on Thursday, July X0, under the pat- 
ronage of Their Majesties King Hussein and Queen 
Noor. The .festival’s director Mazen Armouti, in an 
interview with the Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
said that the festival’s higher committee, the exe- 
cutive committee and the sub-committees “aH have 
completed their tasks on time.” 


The preliminary preparations of 
foe festival took three forms, Dr. 
Armouti added, “contacting all 
foe participants, local and foreign, 
foe programme and foe rite inf- 
rastructure set-up and foe com- 
pletion of foe final touches put 
forward by the festival’s com- 
mittees." 

The basis to govern foe success 
of the festival depend heavily on 
foe cooperation between foe cit- 
izens and those supervising foe 
event. Dr. Armouti said. 

Organisers of the festival took 
actual steps to supervise the prices 
of food and beverages to be sold to 
foe public during the 16-day fes- 
tival. “Prices of basic commodities 
will be in accordance with foe 
fixed price list submitted by foe 


Ministry of Supply," Dr. Armouti 
pointed oul 

“We will not allow any vendors 
to play with foe prices of food and 
soft drinks and regular inspections 
will be carried out on these sel- 
lere'\ he said. 

The festival's visitors and aud- 
ience are urged to inform the fes- 
tival organisers of any inc- 
onvenience during foe festival in 
order to solve and tackle these iss- 
ues immediately “and erraze any 
form of complaint whidt could 
impede the progress of foe fes- 
tival." 

In response to a question on the 
festival’s funding sources, foe fes- 
tival's director ruled out any fin- 
ancial contribution to foe festival 
by any source. 


“The festival depends heavily 
on the revenues and proceeds of 
foe *entry tickets to foe festival 
which are JD I per person, whe- 
reas diildren under six are exe- 
mpted from entrance fees 1 *, he 
said. 

Organisers of the festival have 
made sure of the daily tra- 
nsportation facilities regularly to 
and from the Jerash Festival site. 
“Three buses will be used to 

transport visitors of foe event 
from foe special allocated car par- 
king lots nearby foe festival site to 
the entrance gates of the festival 
and for free.” 

The festival's traffic committee 
has also increased foe capacity of 
car parking space to accommodate 
up to 5,000 cars. 

This will cut down a lot of traffic 
problems which were a result of 
improper traffic organisation in 
previous festivals, officials say. 

The festival’s administration 
has increased its number of amb- 
ulances and rescue teams to six. A 
helicopter will be available thr- 
oughout thefestivaTs duration for 
emergency cases. 

According to sources, it is est- 
imated that between 6.000 to 
7,500 people will enter foe festival 
site daily. 


Tunis meeting to discuss Palestine 
question, UNRWA budget deficit 


TUNIS (Petra) — Meetings of the 
35fo session of foe Palestine Ref- 
ugee Affairs supervisors con- 
ference will start here Monday. 

Participants will discuss a num- 
ber .of issues including a report 
about the Palestine question pre- 
pared by foe Arab League Gen- 
eral Administration for Palestine 
Affairs, reports on foe conditions 
of foe Palestinian refugees in the 
occupied Arab territories and foe 
harassments they are exposed to 
by foe Israeli occupation aut- 
horities. 


The meeting will also discuss 
foe situation of foe United Nat- 
ions Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees (UNRWA) 
and foe financial difficulties it is 
encountering as a result of foe 
budget deficit, which still stands at 
$20 million, despite foe austerity 
measures it has recently ann- 
ounced. 

Participants will also discuss foe 
results of foe international sem- 
inar on settlements, held in Was- 
hington in April. 

Taking part in foe seven-day 


meetings will be represents lives of 
foe Arab League General Sec- 
retariat, Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, 
foe Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and a rep- 
resentative of foe Arab League 
Educational. Cultural and Sci- 
entific Organisation (ALECSO). 

Jordan’s delegation to the mee- 
tings will be headed by Under- 
secretary of Minis try of Occupied 
Territories Affaire Ahmad Jat- 
anani and will group foe director 
of Studies Department at foe min- 
istry.

floor, foe surveyors found two set- 
tlements from foe Kebaran and 
Natufian periods, dating res- 
pectively from around 17,000 
B.C. and 10,000 B.C. Now being" 
excavated by Phillip Edwards of 
Sydney University, these are pro- 
ducing valuable information 
about humankind ’s earliest att- 


empts at permanent village life. In 
fit is period, Mrs. Villiers-Petocz 
said in an interview here recently, 
the inhabitants were clustering 
around a swampy lake which was 
probably in foe process of diying 
out. 


But foe region still enjoyed a 
favourable vegetation cover with 
open forests and wild grasses, 
which would have attracted ani- 
mals such as gazelles, wild goat, 
sheep and pig. The presence of 
sickle blades and basalt bowls, 
grinding stones, mortars and pes- 
tles suggests that the people were 
also processing wild grasses for 
food. 

No Neolithic sites have been 
identified to date, though some 


possible Neolithic material was 
found on foe south side of the 
Wadi Hammeh. Flint tools from 
foe Chalcolithic (4300-3300 
B.C) and Early Bronze (3300- 
2050 B.C.) periods were found 
only on the north sideof the Wadi. 


There is some evidence that a 
small tell some 300 metres east of 
foe main road in foe Jordan Valley 
may hold the remains of a Neo- 
lithic settlement. 


In the historic period, starting in 
foe Early Bronze Age, foe Wadi 
Hammeh /Pella area continued to 
be inhabited because it enjoyed a 
favourable microclimate that inc- 
luded fertile lands, forests, and 


perennial water from foe Wadi 
Hammeh and foe Wadi Jinn at 
Pella. The area was also str- 
ategically located along an ancient 
east/west trade route. From Pella 
and the Wadi Hammeh, people 
and goods crossed foe Jordan Val- 
ley and reached the Med- 
iterranean coast around Haifa 
through a direct route up the Jez- 
reel Valley. 

Near foe confluence of foe 
Wadi Hammeh and foe Jordan 
Valley floor, foe surveyors found a 
dense concentration of Early Bro- 
nze IV material, dating from aro- 
und 2300-2050 B.CToi foe seven 
major tomb groups in this area, 
five dated from foe EB IV period. 
An EB IV settlement may have 
existed at foe nearby site of Khi- 
rbet Al Hammeh, though only 
excavations wDI determine if the 
settlement site and foe tombs are 
related to one another. 

Middle and Late Bronze occ- 
upation was found in foe form of a 
small group of five tombs that are 
identical to the earlier EB IV 
tombs, and may, in fact, have been 
EB IV tombs that were sub- 
sequently reused. The only Iron 
Age material found during foe 
suivey was a scatter of pottery on 
foe south bank of foe tower Wadi 
Hammeh, next to the remains of a 
small but substantial building 
whose association with the Iron 
Age pottery has yet to be det- 
ermined. 

Hellenistic period 

The Hellenistic period was well 
represented, with two dear focal 
points of Hellenistic occupation at 
Khirbet AI Hammeh and the hill 
fort of Al H usn, on foe south bank 


of foe upper reaches of foe Wadi. 
The pottery collected at Al Husn 
indicated foe site was a Late Hel- 
lenistic fort. It probably formed 
part of a regional fortification sys- 
tem that included, among others, 
foe Hellenistic fort at Jabal Sar- 
taba, south-east of Pella. 

Much Late Byzantine and Early 
Umayyad (7th/8fo Century A.D.) 
pottery was found throughout foe 
survey area, including a square, 
rock-cut cistern at Khirbet A! 
Hammeh. The ceramic evidence 
from both the survey and the work 
at Pella suggests to Mrs. Villiers- 
Petocz “that foe Pella/Wadi 
Hammeh area was in intensive use 
during foe Late Byzantine/Early 
Umayyad Period." 

She plans to return to Jordan, 
soon to finish foe survey, which 
aims to cover an area some four, 
kilometres east/west and 1.5 kil- 
ometres nonh/south. Her late 
husband Dani died tragically in an- 
automobile accident in Australia 
last year. A memorial prize in his 
name has been established at Syd- 
ney University. 

Some of foe finds from the sur- 
vey and her earlier work in Jordan 
since 1978 were displayed ‘last 
year in an exhibition entitled. 

“Hand Axes to Sickle Blades”, at 
Sydney’s Macquarie University. 
Mrs. Villiers-Petocz’ other work 
in Jordan has included the inv- 
estigation of foe Abu Al Khas site, 
the Ajtoun/Zarqa River survey 
(with Dr. Robert Gordon of Yar- 
mouk University), digging at Pella 
and at the Neolithic site of ‘Ain 
Ghazal, in Amman, and surveying 
stone age sites located on the land 
where foe permanent campus of 
Yarmouk University is being

IN THE wake of the Arab League’s call for an argent meeting of Arab 
transport ministers to discuss tbe U.S. boycott of Beirut airport, we 
remember a relevant but somehow different boycott imposed by tbe 
Arabs against Israel. Even since the state of Israel came into being, tbe 
Arab World has embarked on measures to impose a trade boycott 
against Israel. Borders were totally sealed and other arrangements 
were made in cooperation among Arab countries to ensure that no 
infiltration of Israeli goods will ever reach Arab citizens' hands. 
Furthermore, the Arabs imposed a boycott on all foreign economic 
businesses, factories and even ships that bad had any dealings with the 
Jewish state. 

The economic boycott against Israel has remained until now the 
most powerful weapon in Arab hands, thanks to the Arab Boycott 
Office which has been following up measures to tighten the noose 
around the enemy. The boycott office continues to hold periodic 
meetings at the Arab League to follow up the implementation of tbe 
boycott regulations. It is important that they do this in the absence of 
any other effective weapon against the Israeli enemy which continues 
to occupy Arab land. 

One can detect the adverse effects of this boycott policy on Israel's 
economy, and this is evident in the fact that Israel is continuously and 
relentlessly trying to persuade major industrialised powers not to 
accede to Arab demands in this respect. 

The boycott hit Israel hard and its effects have been so great that 
some Western nations, specially the United States, enacted legislations 
imposing sanctions on companies that abide by the Arab boycott 
regulations in their dealings with Israel. Some of these companies 
risked paying fines imposed on them by thier own governments for the 
sake of safeguarding their own interests with the Arab World. They 
thus maintained their boycott against Israel. 

As Israel has always been desperately trying to escape from these 
boycott measures and conduct normal business and trade with world 
companies it would be disastrous for the Arabs if Israel succeeds in 
doing that because no “embargo'* would offer Israel the proper 
atmosphere to prosper and become more powerful. Recently Israel 
Radio quoted Israel's ambassador in Warrington assaying that some 
Arab countries are no more applying tbe boycott regulations against 
companies dealing with Israel and that these companies have already 
informed Israel of this attitude. If true, this would indeed deal a heavy 
blow to tbe Arab Nation at a time when Israel and the United States 
have concluded a free bade agreement that would permit Israel to. 
market its products anywhere in the world. If the claim is correct then 
Israeli products would eventually find their way to Arab markets, 
one way or another. What is now required is not a slackening of 
boycott measures but rather a tightening of rules that can safeguard 
Arab national interests.

ARABS AND Muslims cannot condone terrorist actions and they 
oppose hijackings and abductions which cun only harm their cause 
and benefit enemies. But, at the same time, the Arabs and Muslims 


do not support American practices in the Middle East, which either 
support the actions of Israel or show the United States as a naive 
power responding to side issues, completely ignoring the root causes 
of unrest in the Middle East. 

Washington's decision to impose a blockade on Beirut’s airport is 
yet another manifestation of its failure to handle the situation in an 
objective and effective manner.

New loopholes may encourage banks to overlend

Had it not been for the con- 
troversial renewals, the term of 
the gpvemor is five years. 
However, since the Central 
Bank was established in the 
early 60s. only two governors 
assumed responsibility. 

In the following day after the 
announcement was made, the 
Central Bank issued an imp- 
ortant amendment to the req- 
uirement of commercial- 
banks’ liquidity. 

The new order brought into 
the formula, currently used to 
calculate liquidity, the fol- 
lowine new items which were 


not so far accepted as legal liq- 
uidity: 

1. Discounted commercial 
bills, the maturity of which 
should not exceed three 
months, provided they rep- 
resent (real) commercial tra- 
nsactions. 

2. Investments in the shares 
of specialised lending ins- 
titutions, such as Housing 
Bank and the Industrial Dev- 
elopment Bank. 

3. Investments in certificates 
of deposit issued by any local 
bank or financial company. 


It is obvious that the sole 
purpose of the new circular is 
to statistically inflate liquidity 
so that all banks will look liquid 
— by showing not only the min- 
imum liquidity rate of 25 per 
cent but much higher rate. 

The new regulations are also 


capable of tempting some 
banks to over-expand, and 
. lead their real liquidity dep- 
ending on a statistical liquidity 
created by the change in the 
formula. 

In prudent banking, com- 
mercial discounted bills are 
considered as bank credit fac- 
ility extended to customers. but 
by no means, constitute liq- 
uidity. There is no practical 
way of making sure mat such 
bills do represent real com- 
mercial transactions, and that 
hey wQl be honoured at mat- 
urity. 

On the other hand, shares 
listed in die stock exchange 
represent long-term inv- 
estment, end could not be tre- 
ated as liquidity, even in Eur- 
ope and toe United States 
where this proposition is more 
feasible, and the stock exc- 


hange is more efficient and 
dependable. 

Certificates of deposit 
(CD’s) in a bank portfolio are 
as good as inter-bank deposits, 
which are legally inducted in 
toe liquidity, but only in a (net) 
form. If we equate CD’s with 
interbank deposits, oily toe 
excess of CD’s owned over 
CD’s issued to other banks 
should be induded. Otherwise, 
artificial liquidity can easily be 
created, out of the thin air, 
.simply by exchanging CD’s 
between two or more banks or 
financial institutions. 

Bank A w3I buy CD’s worth 
JD 5 million from Bank B aga- 
inst selling toe same value of its 
own CD’s. Both banks will add 
JD 5 million to their respective 
liquidity, simply by signing 
forms and exchanging toe sta- 
tionary! 


In general, the new circular 
issued to the banks last Sunday 
makes it possible for a banker 
. to expand beyond real liquidity 
limit It also helps to cover up 
any excess already taking 
place. 

The Banking Law, in is Art- 
ide 17 paragraph A, specified 
all the items that constitute 
legal liquidity. These items do. 
not indude anysharesorCD’s. 

Apparently, the Central 
Bank based toe order on Sub 
Paragraph 7 of the above art- 
icle, which referred to “any 
other items considered by the 
Central Bank to qualify for liq- 
uidity”. 

This however, does not 
imply a wide-open door to inc- 
lude, besides commercial 
paper, items such as certain 
categories of shares, or exc- 
hanged certificates of deposit 


without offsetting or netting. 

There is no reason to fear 
*at all our banks wfll rush to 
lake advantage of this opp- 
ortunity, to lend more money, 
depending on these gateaus 
loopholes, offered as a windfall 
by the Central Bank s order. 

However, toe question rem- 
ains: Why should toe Central 
Bank volunteer to open, dunng 
a transitional month, soot a 
wide loophole which could be 
misused. _ 

It is advisable that toe ven- 
tral Bank re-oonsidcr this ar- 
cular, or close the loopholes by 
making the appropriate mod- 
ifications to toe subject cir- 
cular. or withdrawing « alt- 
ogether. before being acted 
upon by the commercial banks. 

Safe and sound banking sho- 
uld always be toe over- riding 
consideration.

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Treasure hunter seeks $400m in riches beneath the sea

MIAMI — In 20 years of semiring 
the ocean floor, treasure hunter 
Mel Fisher has pulled up $70 mil- 
lion in gold, silver, and emeralds 
from die scattered wreckage of a 
pair 'of 17fo-te«tuxy Spanish gal- 
leons. 

Now die sun-bronzed, 62- 
year-old former chicken fanner 
thinks he a about to hit the biggest 
jackpot of all — $400 million 
worth of loot packed m the main 
treasure chests of one of those 


*& 


le sea has yielded riches, bat it. 
has also exacted a heavy toll. In 
1975, an engine malfunction cau- 
sed one of Fisher’s salvage boats 
to capsize, drowning his 21- 
year-old spn, daughter-in-law and 
another young diver as they slept. 

Veteran crew members say Fis- 
her almost abandoned his search 
after that tragedy. But ouly days 
later he was bide working the twin, 
wrecks, more obsessed than ever. 

“It’s something you can never 
.forget, but I'm doing what they 
would have wanted — looking for 
the big pile,” he said. 

- Now, he believes, he is getting 
near that “big pile”. 

Since mid -Jane his divers have 
recovered more than S3 millio n in 
gold chains, silver coins and spa- 


rkling jewels from one of the 
ships, the Nuestra Senora de Ato- 
cfaa. 

In one recent weekend working 
die sugar-white sands of the sea- 
bed 40 miles west of Key West 
they brought tro more treasure 
*an they had found in the past 

1,000 days combined. 

Then the team found a wat- 
erlogged chunk of timber, which 
project archaeologists traced to 
the hall of the Atocha. 

It was a sign they might be near 
the main body of the wreck, and 
Fisher was elated. He raced from 
Key West in a speedboat, strapped 
on scuba tanks and plunged ben- 
eath the waves for a first-hand 
look at the site. ' 

“I’d say we’re only a step or two 
away from the mother lode,” dec- 
lared the sQver-haired treasure 
hunter, already a millionaire sev- 
eral times over. 

Nowadays, Fisher, always wea- 
ring his trademark doubloon 
medallion, can be found hunched 
over nautical charts, plotting the 
next move in the pursuit of the 
Atocha’s main ballast. 

Searching for dues, he and the 
team’s archaeologists have stu- 
died 50,000 documents covering 
flies e two ships and the rest of the 
ill-fated Spanish fleet that set safl 


from Havana in 1622, laden with 
new world riches for Madrid. 

At the southern tip of Florida, a 
hurricane lashed into the fleet, 
sending die Atocha and her aster 
ship La Santa Margarita to the 
bottom. 

In 1971 Fisher pinpointed the 
site of the wrecks and his Treasure 
Salvors Inc. started lifting sca- 
ttered treasures, mostly from the 
Margarita; from the ocean floor. 
Publicity surrounding his exploits 
has turned him in to something of a 
■ folk hero. 

He has triumphed in a string of 
legal battles with the state of Flo- 
rida, which has been intent on 
wresting control of the wrecks and 
their treasures. And he has ope- 
ned up a museum at his Key West 
headquarters to show off some of 
the booty. 

Out at sea, a treasure hunter’s 
life holds little of the glamour of 
the adventure films. The hours are 
long and the work tedious, and the 
company's 25 divers get only sub- 
sistence wages — with a promise 
of a small share of the loot. 

Sunken treasure does not gleam 
seductively from theseabed. “The 
stuff tumbled and rolled for miles 
as the ships went down,” fisher 
explained. “Over the centuries,* 
most of it has been covered in up 
to 10 feet (over three metres ) of 


sand and silt" 

The hunt has carried Fisher's 
boats, equipped with sop- 
histicated sonar, across hundreds 
of square miles of ocean, from 
coastal coral reefs to open sea. 

Gian tubes . attached to the 
boars propellers blow away layere 
of silt, forming craters in the sea- 
bed. Divers then sift the sands 
with hand-held metal detectors 
and rakes. 1 

More often than not, bumps on 
the ocean floor turn out to be 
submarine torpedoes, lobster 
traps, discarded boots, even the 
'occasional baby carriage. 

“But sometimes" says Fisher, 
“it yields riches that make your 
eyes pop ouf’. 

Now, treasure fever is running 
high at his Key tyest hea- 
dquarters. 

“When Mel divides up the 
king's ransom, there wiD be 85 of 
us standing in line with dollar signs 
in our eyes,” said office manager 
Bletb McHaley. 

Some 50 investors — who pro- 
vided cash to keep the project afl- 
oat a few years ago— also stand to 
share in the fortune. 

What is left will belong to Mel 
Fisher. How much is that? “About 
$200 million worth,” he says. .

Archer never knows how his 
plots are going to work out until he 
has finished. “If you know ho w the 
book will end, you will hint and 
give the game away. I learnt from 
Charles Dickens who was once 
asked what was happening to Mr. 
Pickwick (in one of his serialised 
novels) and he said he had not 
worked it out yet". 

In “Fiist Among Equals” the 
suspense is sustained until the last 
paragraph, when it is revealed 
which of the four politicians gets 
to be prime minster.

Paris transport depot keeps memories alive

THE MAIN reason for foe exi- 
stence of foe city, a place where 
.men can gather together, is to fac- 
ilitate their exchanges and their 
communication. Throughout foe 
centuries, urban transport • has 
shaped foe city by adapting to foe 
development of its economy. The 
horse, steam-power and later ele- 
ctricity have in turn ruled its street 
and sometimes even penetrated its 
insides with foe invention of foe- 
underground metropolitan - rai- 
lway, inaugurated in Paris on July 
19, 1900, by its builder, Fulgence 
Bieavenue. If public transport has 
definitely been apart of foe urban 
landscape since 1828 with Ban- 
dry’s omnibuses, Paris canpride 
herself on having invented it as 
early as 1663 with Pascal’s car- 
riages, costing “5 sols a ride” and 
which served as collective taxis for 
citizens travelling between two 
districts. As an expert in this field, 
France owed it to nersdf to set up 
a museum erf ufoan transport This 
has now been achieved since, in 
1976; an old depot belonging to 
foe Paris Transport Office, foe 
Regie Autonome des Transports 
Parisiens, in Saint-Maure, was 
refurbished and the public invited 
to come and dream of foe time 
when Paris still smelled ctf horse- 
dung. 

Volunteers grouped into an 
Association for the Musee des 
Transports Urfoains, Intennbains 
et Ruraux (Museum of Urban, 
Interuxban and Rural Transport), 
creared in 1957, were able to. save 
and bring together some very fine 
pieces, which they lovingly look 
after. But if a superb wooden rai- 
lway carriage from foe old Paris 
metro (1903) opens foe exh- 
ibition, foe capital- does not place 
foe rest of France in the shade. 
More than a hundred vehicles 
have been collected throughout 
France, allowing visitors to follow 
the evolution erf transport in foe 
different towns of the country . Bu t 
if foe place of honour rightly 
seems to bdong to Paris, it is bec- 
ause in foe lfcfo' century, it was 
already crowded with over twenty 
thousand carriages. 

Rms, foe need for grouping tra- 
vellers together was very quickly 
Wt At the beginning of 1891, die 
capital had 628 omnibuses and 
806 trams drawn by horses, some 
of which remained m use until 
1913. The last electric trains still 
plied the streets till 1937. At the 
b eginning erf foe 19th century, the 
. Parisian railway had 421 carriages 
for passengers with luggage said 
85 for passengers without lugg^ge- 
Pefoflps fok d istinction had its

imp ortance, but it no longer exists- 
today. 

Toe museum, in Saint-Man de, 
also, somewhat nostalgically, off- 
ers the public the yellow and green 
buses, still in use up to 1971, with 
their platforms at foe back all- 
owing late-comexs to indulge in 
some fine acrobatics and young 
lovers to smell foe spring air more 
closely. But today, a large part of 
the traffic is underground, and foe 
metro, which in some places has 
become part of foe Reseau Exp- 
ress Regional (RER) (Regknal 
Express Railway), remains the 


finest achievement of foe capital 
which it crosses in all directions 
thanks to its 192 kilometres of 
lines (for the metro alone). In 
1982, foe Parisian metro tra- 
nsported 1.23 thousand million 


■4fct; increasingly, in all the dries 
in foe world, problems linked to 
foe development and congestion 
of traffic, arise. This is nothing 
new, as foe museum in Saint- 
Mande shows us, but foe vastness 
of the amount of traffic is such that 
public transport'seems to be inc- 
reasingly foe solution to foe fut- 


ure. For fans of technology, there 
are some fine machines to be dis- 
covered. But for foe immediate 
future, foe museum’s ambition is 
to present working vehicles from 
foe past, and no longer just sta- 
tionary ones. They are too bea- 
utiful to be putin to perman entret- 
irement. So, tomorrow, perhaps, a 
museum of working transport wiO 
allow foe rushed Parisian, the pro- 
vincial or foe curious foreigner to 
once again find the rhythm, foe 
smell and foe noise of a less hur- 
ried, but just as active past —

pirates'

LONDON — Call it industrial 
piracy or plagiarism, cou- 
nterfeiting, fakery or simple imi- 
tation. Britain wants to stamp it 
out 

The state-supported Design 
Council charges that obscure 
manufacturers in many countries 
are separately involved in a 
$75-biiIion operation based on 
copying foe work of innovative 
industry. 

“And that figure is really only 
foe tq> of foe iceberg in world- 
wide counterfeit trade,” says 
Candice Rodd, organiser of a cou- 
ncil exhibition showing a range of 
genuine products and their copies 
side by side. 

Staged in foe heart of London 
and entitled “Imitation: Fair or 
Fool?”, foe exhibition has att- 
racted thousands of visitors from 
home and abroad. 

One afternoon recently, the 
exhibits were being closely ins- 
pected by officials from Hong 
Kong. 

Plagiarists were luted as ope- 
rating in such countries as Taiwan, 
Ethiopia, Spain, Indonesia, Nig- 
eria, Thailand, Denmark, India, 
Morocco, Banna and foe Canary 
Islands. 

‘’Well-known companies with a 
reputation for quality are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to pla- 
giarists,” foe oooncD says. 

“Trading on foe original com- 
pany's good name, the imitator 
produces a cheap copy identical in. 
design although usually visibly 
■inferior in manufacturing qua- 
lity.” 

Examples are demonstrated 
throughout the exhibition. 

For a 1982 collection, fashion 
designers Angela Salmon and 
Georgina Greene produced a fine 
linen dress which sold at 125 ste- 
rling ($160). The same design 
soon- turned up in In dian cotton 
for sale at 19.50 sterling ($25). 

Two years later Salmon and 
Greene received damages of 

20,000 sterling ($25,000) in an 
out-of-court settlement. 

Some manufacturers employ 
investigators all over foe world to 
check on imitations of their pro- 
ducts. In Britain, .officials reg- 
ularly confiscate fakes appearing 
in shops and markets. 

But not all manufacturers are 
prepared to go through the hassle 
of suing for plagiarism, mostly in 
foreign courts. Some- just accept 
that, if their own products are 
being widely copied, they had bet- 
ter think of inventing or designing 
something else. 

Copied dress designs figure str- 
ongly in the exhibition, but so do 
other textiles, car exhausts, door 
knobs, oven gloves, pop music 
cassettes, furniture, electrical equ- 
ipment and a wide range of iron 
mongery, including a renowned 
carpet-cutting knife.

DR. RICHARD Helmer has dev- 
a system of identifying 
by superimposing pho- 
tographs of the face that might 
once have belonged to it onto a 
photograph of foe skull to see if 
they match. 

His electronic piemre-mixing 
system has gained wide acc- 
eptance throughout West Ger- 
many and cases are referred to 
him from all over the country. 

The doctor, a forensic medicine 
authority at Kiel University, first 
won recognition for his method 
nine years ago when be identified 
a woman murder victim to foe sat- 
isfaction of a Frankfurt court 

Under foe usual procedure, foe 
time since death is at least roughly 
established from foe condition of 
foe bones and foe flesh and also 
from foe condition of foe ground 
upon which the body lies. 

Closer examination then rev- 
eals sex, approximate age at foe 
time of death, size of body, build, 
details of structure and individual 
characteristics such as deformities 
and fractures. 

Although this all offers many 
dues forme police and their list of 
missing people, the great problem 
is that the list re mains long. 

First, foe police go to foe for- 
ensic medicine people to get their 
opinion. Mouth ana teeth are tra- 
ditionally foe biggest source of 
information. X-rays are also som- 
etimes used. 

When these methods are uns- 
uccessful, Dr. Helmer is often foe 
next step. He concentrates on the 
uptny distinctive characteristics of 
foe skull. 

, Dr. Helmer obtains a pho- 
tograph of a person who might 
conceivably have belonged to foe 
skeleton. Even group pho-' 
tographs can assist 

The technique he uses is a ref- 
inement of a superposition tec- 
hnique developed by a Kiel for- 
ensic medical authority. Professor 
Grnner. 

Two television cameras, a video 
picture-muting device and a mon- 
itor screen are used.

First Dr. Helmer takes foe skull 
and. at certain points, makes mar- 
kings to indicate the distance from 
the bone that foe flesh would have 
been. 


He can do this through exp- 
erience gained in using an ult- 
rasonic device on live people. The 
readings obtained have a rel- 
ationship to the form of the flesh. 

This means that by using foe 
.device on a skull, he can get afair 
idea of how foe flesh contours 
were. 

Then the skull with foe mar- 
kings is brought by the camera to 
foe same size and turned to the 
same angle as foe enlarged pho- 
tograph of foe living person. 

The morphological picture and 
foe portrait can be superimposed 
on one another through foe tel- 
evision cameras and foe results 
seen on foe monitor. 

The r rwin question is: Do foe 
con tours of the built-out skull sub- 
stantially agree with foe portrait? 

Dr. Helmer looks at foe eye, 
ear, nose and mouth regions, for 
example, and asks if there is suf- 
ficient agreement between the 
skull and foe photograph 011 
where foe tip of the nose is. 

Or, is foe mouth at foe right pos- 
ition in relation to foe teeth in foe 
skull? 

Dr. Helmer has a list of que- 
stions. The answers can be found 
by taking a doser look at sections 
of the mixed picture to look at foe 
finer points. 

Dr. Helmer says that if one 
important characteristic does not 
agree, then, as a rule, a positive 
gratification can be ruled out 

Then perhaps foe whole pro- 
cedure will be repeated using foe 
photograph erf some other missing 
person. 

He says that in foe nine years 
since his technique woo official 
prominence, be has not made a 
mistake. 

The next step, he says, is act- 
ually making a model at the face 
on the skull to get an approximate 
likeness. He stresses that it would 
only be approximate. 

Models made by Dr. Helmer 
are sometimes used by police in a 
television programme dealing 
with unsolved crime in foe hope 
that the public will be able to sup- 
ply information — Kieler Nac-

Swedish parliament marks 550th year

STOCKHOLM — Sweden's par- 
liament — foe Riksdag — is cel- 
ebrating its 550th anniversary this 
year. In commemoration of foe 
first national assembly, convened 
in the city of Arboga in central 
Sweden in 2435, King Call Gustaf 
and Queen Silvia together with 
members of the government and a 
large delegation of par- 
liamentarians gathered in that city 
on May 24 to mark what is fre- 
quently referred to as “the birth of 
Swedish democracy". 

The 1430s in Sweden, under the 
reign of Erik of Pomerania, King 
of the then Union between Swe- 
den, Denmark and Norway, were 
times of great discontent due to 
economic setbacks, high taxes and 
the presence of the Danes and 


Germans the king appointed as 
sheriffs. This discontent was wid- 
ely shared, by peasants and nob- 
lemen, merchants and clergy 
alike. In 1434, Engelbrekt Eng- 
elbrektson, an ironmaster from 
the neighbouring district of Ber- 
gslagen — Sweden's iron belt and 
the country’s first industrialised 
region — started a peasant- 
supported uprising against the 
oppressive foreign niters. When 
the successful mission led to an 
armistice with the king late in the 
year, a national assembly gathered 
in Arboga in January 1435. At the 
meeting, “bishops, clergymen, 
knights and market-town com- 
moners" made Engelbrekt a cap- 
tain and head of the nation's 
armed forces. 

Less than 18 months later, Eng- 
elbrekt was murdered on his way 


to Stockholm and the uprising lost 
its popular character and support. 
Nevertheless, it marked a turning 
point in Swedish history, resulting 
in growing influence and political 
power for foe peasantry. 

Arboga — today a city of some 

15,000 inhabitants that has pre- 
served its smalltown charm white 
combining it with an ambitious 
programme for promoting high- 
tech industrial development — 
dates back to the 13th century as 
an important trading centre in the 
country’s midst. Its Holy Trinity 
church was originally built as a 
Franciscan monastery chapel in 
the 1280s. The church will be the 
scene of many acts of celebration 
during jubilee year, which has also 
prompted foe renovation of many 
of the city’s centuries-old bui- 
ldings.

It was Lloyd's 10th Wimbledon 
final appearance, and the Fifth 
occasion on which she has lost to 
the Czechoslovak -bom cha- 
mpion. 

Although she started in tre- 
mendous form. Lloyd finally 
bowed to Navratilova's more 
powerful game which was ideally 
suited to the fast- grass of the cen- 
tre court 

Lloyd, three times winnerof the 
crown, achieved an early break in 
the 66th meeting between the two 
great rivals, and went cm to secure 


the set 6-4 in 37 minutes. 

Navratilova, who is bidding for 
her sixth Wimbledon title ana her 
fourth in succession, had problems 
with every department of her 
game and Lloyd. 33-32 behind 
overall, quickly imposed her aut- 
hority. 

Lloyd's short dipping returns 
lured Navratilova to the net where 
she was repeatedly passed by vic- 
iously struck grounds trokes. 

When Navratilova opted to stay 
on the baseline she invariably 
came off second best because of 
Lloyd's greater consistency. 

Navratilova appeared disturbed 
by the capricious breeze swirling 
around the centre court and on 
more than one occasion irtisjuded 
the flight of Lloyd's cleverly dis- 
guised lobs. 

Lloyd achieved the all- 
important break in the third game 
with the help of two blistering 
backhand crosscourt passing shots 
which had the wrong-footed cha- 
mpion flailing her racket at this 
air. 

Thereafter, Lloyd remained 
firmly in control, almough she had 
to save two break points when ser- 
ving for the set at 5-4. 

She survived that minor crisis, 
reached set point when Nav- 
ratilova hit a backhand approach 
too long, and closed the set with a 
double-handed backhand volley 
after an exquisite lob. 

Like die true champion she is 


however, Navratilova came back 
to level the match by taking the 
second set 6-3 in 39 minutes. 

After holding serve to open the 
second set, Navratilova again had 
two break points in the second 
game, but Lloyd, showing her 
new-found determination twice 
hauled her back to deuce. 

She then levelled at 1-1 with a 
delightful angled shot, and an ele- 
ctrifying Tunning forehand down 
the Ime which was as fine a shot as 
she has produced in her 15-year 
Wimbledon career. 

The champion, however, had 
perceptibly grown in confidence 
and broke for a 3-1 lead with two 
crisp volleys following heavily sli- 
ced backhand approaches deep 
into the corner of the court 

The packed centre court crowd, 
anticipating a third set epic similar 
to the one the two women pro- 
duced in the final of the French 
Open last month, had their wish 
fulfilled when Navratilova broke 
Lloyd to 15 in the fourth game to 
take a crucial 3-1 lead. 

Games then went with service, 
although the champion, showing a 
strange reluctance to follow her 
first serve to the net, trailed 15-40 , 
when serving for the set at 5-3. 

Lloyd, however, had lost the 
radar-accuracy she had shown at 
the start of the match and Nav- 
ratilova took the next four points 
to take the match into a third and 
final set 

From that moment Navratilova 
always had the air- of champion 
and the third set was dis- 
appointingly one-sided as she rip- 
ped through it 6-2 in 32 minutes.

NEW DELHI (R) — Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi has ordered 
checks on government officials as pan of a national drive against 
corruption, newspapers and businessmen said Friday. 

A bu siness man with dose government contacts told Reuters three 
junior officials wereonJered to take leave from last Wednesday while 
investigators probed possible • oorrupiion in two government min- 
istries. 

■The three officials were ministers’ personal assistants working in 
the finance ministry’s expenditure and revenue departments and in 
the commerce ministry, the businessman said. He asked not to be 
named. 

In a front-page report the Hindustan Times newspaper said Friday 
personal assistants of four ministers in sensitive government dep- 
artmen ts had been asked to take long leave after Mr. Gandhi ordered 
an probe of possible corruption in high places. 

Mr. Gandhi's press adviser, Mr. Sharada Prasad, told Reuters he 
oould neither confirm nor deny the reports and would not comment 
on anti -corruption moves. 

Swiss shares continue . 
record-breaking show 

ZURICH (R) — The Swiss stock market, in record-breaking form ' 
over the last few weeks, is set to go higher and breach a new psy- * 
cho logical marker, according to share analysts. 

The Swiss Bank Corporation index, the most comprehensive mea-., 
sure of prices on the Swiss market, has risen 22 per cent so far this.' 
year, reaching a new high of 496. 1 points Thursday. 

The index of 102 Swiss shares could soon break 500, a barrier 
which is not technically important but which some analysts say oould 
give shares a psychological boost. And while profit-taking could 
briefly brake the markers rally, they are expecting stHI higher prices. 

The analysts say shares will benefit from a steady upswing in the 
Swiss economy, low inflation and interest rates and a move by foreign 
investors to take funds away from the dollar. 

Mr. Heinrich Looser, head of research at Bank Julius Baer, sees a 
possible year’s high of 530 to 550 points, while Mr. Erich Mar- 
kwalder at Bank Hofmann noted the West German stock market had 
outperformed the Swiss so far and commented: “There is still room ‘ 
for the Swiss to catch up." 

The analysts say the greater size of the West German market has 
attracted funds from large U.S. investment institutions.

U.S. deficits hurt global 
economy, IMF chief says 

WASHINGTON (R) — International Monetary Fund (IMF) Man- 
aging Director Jacques De Larosiere said Thursday the huge U.S. 
budget deficit must be reduced because it threatens the international 
eoonomic system. 

He said the U.S. deficit was being financed by savings from ove- 
rseas and suggested these funds might be more properly used in other 
ways. 

“Capital flowing into the United States at a rate in excess of $1 00 
billion a year does not. under present conditions, represent a des- 
irable altercation of global savings and is unlikely to be sustainable 
over the medium term," he said in remarks for delivery to a United 
. Nations group. 

The LI.S. House of Representatives and the Senate are locked in 
debate over how best to pare $56 billion from the deficit, expected 
next year to exceed $225 billion. 

Mr. De Larosiere spoke to the Economic and Social Council of the 
United Nations in Geneva and his remarks were made available in 
Washington. 

He said that foreign capital had been attracted by the strong U.S. . 
economy as well as a reduced rate of inflation and that this had 
helped keep the dollar very strong.

Cheysson belittles U.S. free market ideal 


TUNIS (R) — European Com- 
munity (EC) Commissioner Ga- 
ude Ciheysson Friday accused the 
United States of betraying its free 
market ideal and spoke of the 
“total despair" of debt-burdened 
Latin American countries. 

Mr. Cheysson. on the final day 
of a two-day visit to Tunisia to 
discuss the effects of Spanish and 
Portuguese entry into the Com- 
munity next year, said that it was 
essential to give debt-burdened 
countries the" possibility to dev- 
elop. 

“It’s not enough to reschedule 
debts and drop trade barriers if 
you don’t simultaneously give 
countries which are not achieving 
growth the possibility to develop." 
he told a news conference. 

Some Latin American countries 
were in total despair, he said. 

Latin America paid $38 billion 
in debt repayments over the per- 
iod and received $11 billion in 
new loans, he added. 


Attacking American trade pol- 
icy. he said Western Europe had 
waged an unending dispute with 
the U.S.. which made pro- 
tectionist threats to weaker cou- 
ntries. 

“J find it absolutely incredible 
that a country which sets itself up 
as the champion of the market 
economy, of the liberal economy, 
can publicly put pressure on us to 
drop the preferences we give to 
citrus products entering the 
Community from the southern 
Mediterranean.” he said. 

Mr. Cheysson said the Com- 
munity would hold to its pledge 
made on March 3 1 to maintain its 
level of trade in sensitive products 
from south Mediterranean cou- 
ntries. 

Main agricultural exports from 
countries such as Tunisia and 
Morocco include olive oil and cit- 
rus products. 

Mr. Cheysson, who met Pre- 
sident Habib Bourguiba in his 


summer residence in the eastern, 
coastal resort of Mcnastir Friday, 
also spoke of the “serious sit- 
uation” of Tunisia's debt rep- 
ayments. which currently rep- 
resent 22 per cent of export ear- 
nings. 

Mr. Cheysson stressed positive 
aspects of Common Market enl- 
argement following his talks with 
Mr. Bourguiba, the official TAP 
news agency said. Tunisia is wor- 
ried its share of the European 
market will shrink with Spain and 
Portugal’s entry. 

Mr. Cheysson, commissioner 
for Mediterranean policy, was 
quoted by the news agency as say- 
ing: “I am very optimistic con- 
cerning the development of (Eur- 
opean Coramunity-Tunisian) 
cooperation, because for market 
will grow with the entry into die 
Common Market of these two 
countries, which have 40 million 
consumers.”

But stockbroker Jean-Pi erre Pin- 
atton said: “Several hundred mil- 
lion francs a month, maybe a bil- 
lion (more titan $100 million)’' 
would be a reasonable guess est- 
imate.

British and West 
German bargain hunters in what 
still appears to be an undervalued 
market, he said.

Chief minister resigns

NEW DELHI (R) — The Chief Minister of India’s 

' Gujarat state, Madavsinh Solanki, resigned Sat' 
urday after failing to curb four months of violence in 
the state, the Press Trust of India (PTT) said. 


Mr. Solan kfs resignation came 
after he was summoned to Delhi 
this week by Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi's ruling Congress (I) Party 
for urgent talks on the crisis. 

Mr. Solanki. who had been 
under pressure to step down for 
several weeks, did not say why he 
had decided to quit when he spoke 
to reporters just before submitting 
his resignation to Governor B.k. 
.Nehru in the state capital of Gan- 
dhinagar. 

PT1 said Congress (I) officials 
appoin ted by Mr. Gandhi to probe

Meanwhile police found a bomb 
on a Delhi bus Friday night similar 
to those used by Sikh extremists to 
kill more than 80 people in and 
around the Indian capital last 
May, PIT said. 

The news agency said police 
found the bomb in a west Delhi 
suburb, concealed inside a tra- 
nsistor radio. They immediately 
appealed to people not to touch 
radios and suitcases left in public 
places. 

Most of the earlier bombs were 
booby-trapped radios left in buses 
and other public places which exp- 
loded when touched. 

The May 10 bombings were the 
worst Sikh extremist attacks since 
troops stormed their holiest shr- 
ine. Amritsar's Golden Temple, 
one year ago to crush the sep- 
aratist campaign in northern Pun- 
jab state.

PEKING (AP) — Bangladesh 
President Hussain Mohammad 
Ershad said Saturday he is ready 
to cal! democratic elections any 
time opposition parties are ready, 
but he will not lift martial la w un til 
after the vote. 

At a press conference following 
three days of talks with Chinese 
leaders, the former army leader 
also said China had agreed to a 
10-million-yuan (S34.8-miIlion) 
loan for Bangladesh's third Five- 
year plan starting this month. 

More than half the money will 
finance the construction of a “Fri- 
endship Bridge” over the Bur- 
igunga River at Dhaka, allowing 
expansion of the capital to the 
other side of the river.Gen. Ers- 
had. 55. who seized power in a 
bloodless March 1982 coup, said 
“I gave everything possible” to 
opposition parties in past attempts 
to stage elections. Each time the 


opposition announced a boycott 
to protest martial law. 

On March I, Gen. Ershad ban- 
ned all political activity, but bef- 
ore leaving for China he said he 
might permit die. resumption of 
‘“indoor political activities” upon 
his return. 

“It will depend on their att- 
itude. I am ready to do anything 
possible to have an elected gov- 
ern men l” he said. 

“It is now their turn to come 
forward and take part in the ele- 
ction. I'm ready to hold it any time 
they are ready.” 

H e said some opposition parties 
were now supporting him. 

Describing China as “a very 
good friend of ours,” Gen. Ershad 
said “we have been getting some 
military equipment from here.” 
But he stressed mat his six-day 
state visit — his third trip to China 
since 1979 — was not an anns- 


shopping expedition. “I haven't 
come here to purchase any wea- 
pons. I don't have to take a trip all 
the way here for that.” 

He said his discussions had tou- 
ched bn China’s border dispute 
with India, but declined farther 
comment. 

Before leaving to tour the anc- 
ient capital of Xian, the pic- 
turesque lakeside dty of Han- 
gzhou, the bustling southern dty. 
of Canton and Shenzhen Special 
Economic Zone. Gen. Ershad told 
reporters: “My government att- 
aches great importance to rel- 
ations with China”. 

He met Chinese leader Deag 
Xiaoping for 50 minutes Saturday, 
and had earlier talks with Premier 
Zhao Ziyang, Communist Party 
Genera! Secretary Hu Yaobang 
and President Li Xiannian. 

Mr. Zhao and Mr. Hu accepted 
invitations to visit Bangladesh. 


Gen. Ershad told Mr. Zhao he 
wants the two countries to have a 
model “South -to-South rel- 
ationship” in which the Third 
World nations learn from each 
other . China supports Gen. Ers- 
had’s plan for a seven-nation 
South Asian regional cooperation 
body. 

Gen. Ershad said Bangladesh, 
one of the world’s poorest and 
most densely populated countries, 
coukl learn much from China's 
economic reforms.
